Mrs. Joshua Evans Notes 
Contrast In South America 


Modern Dance Enthusiasts 
Praise Orchestra Activities

• **801011 AMERICA if a land 
of contruC Mrs. Joshua M. Evans, 
trustaa to tha Unlvtrtlty, dlscovarad 
on her recent month-trip tbroufh 
tha westarn states of South Amer- 
ica. 

Over ginger ale and cookies 
(made after a recipe of Mias Kirk- 
patrick of the Home Economics De- 
partment), Mrs. Evans described the 
seeming incongruities in tha South 
American country-side. Yesterday, 
today and tomorrow are visibly pre- 
sented, she said, as she pointed 
out pictures of the Magdalena 
River, showing the ox cart and In- 
dian canoe of yesterday, a paddle 
steamboat of the old Mississippi 
River type, a modern luxury cruis- 
er, and tha airplane of tomorrow. 

Tha airplane, Mrs. Evans said, 
is the main method of carrying mall 
in South America; and government- 
controlled organizations are calling 
in American pilots to train men In 
aviatlpn. Also as an element of 
contrast are the donkey carts met 
as the modern tourist autos fly 
around the circuitous mountain 
roads. The roads themselves offer 
contrast: they are either extremely 
good or practically Impossible. Fill- 
ing stations, the exact duplicate of 
our own here In America, are found 
everywhere, distinctive against the 
customary low, tiled buildings of the 
South Americans. 

Student# Act as Guides 

Mrs. Evans spent most of her time 
in Venezuela and Oilumbia. One 
of the things she found most in- 
teresting in Venezuela was the Na- 
tional Tourist Bureau. Outstand- 
ing students of the University at 
Caracas are assigned to tourist 
groups, and it la their duty to ^ve 
the tourist the historical back- 
grounds of the sights they are 
viewing. In this way, Mrs. Evans 
said,, "the historical background be- 
came the foreground." The student 
guides in most cases spoke beautiful 
English, but all were eager to get 
her criticism of their methods of 
presentation and delivery, when In- 
formed that she was a trustee of 
this University. 

Another striking thing about our 
southern neighbors discovered on 
her tour, Mrs. Evans said, was the 
constant tie-up evident between 
these countries and our own. Boli- 
var, the national hero of the coun- 
try, she was told by her student 
guides, is known as the George 
Washington of South America.

• THREE WEEKS AGO in this column the Editors commented 
upon the Junior College advisory system. Among other things, we 
called the system a “failure" and a “farce.” 

Our commentary ran the length of four paragraphs, but did little 
else, Oiir suggestions were far too general to accomplish any defi- 
nite good; that is, any definite good except to stimulate interest 
in this subject which we believe is of definite importance to Junior 
College students. 

Comments, for the most part, have come from students. And 
these comments have poinM out that the lack of consultations 
between the students and their faculty can be remedied only by 
the students themselves. Everyone is agreed that any form of 
compulsion would defeat the good that might come from advisor- 
advisee contacts. 

So the chief problem seems to be to make the students aware of 
the benefits which can be derived from occaeional contacts with 
advisors, of using adviiors to stay out of trouble rather than to 
get out of trouble. The only concrete suggestion we have is that 
the professors make themselves more accessible to students, espe- 
cially to night students. This we feel sure they are willing to do. 

Further than that we can only continue to study the problem, 
feeling assured that its solution will result in a greater contribu- 
tion to each student’s education. 

We open our columns to suggestions, criticism, and success 
stories which have come about as the result of the professorial 
advice.

W.A.A. Proposes 
To Eliminate 


mbit 4 yMr« membert of the 
Women's Athletic AsgocUtton wlU at 
Ust meet to dlscuu the eligibility 
ruling how a part M the W. A. A. 
Constitution. Ttie meeting will be 
held Monday at 4 fi. In Columbian 
House. 

The eligibility ruling is the re- 
quirement of a ZO scholastic aver- 
age for women participating in tn- 
ter-c}ass games. Teams principally 
affected were the basketball, hockey, 
and soccer teams. Discussion arose 
in part from the Incongrous nature 
of the ruling; for associated activi- 
ties x such as Orchesls, which fre- 
quently required more time, had 
no such requirement. 

Under the presidency of Jane Cas- 
tell last year a meeting of the 
Association was held and the pro- 
blem presented. Voting was with- 
held until this year. 

The report of the Eligibility Com- 
mittee which will be submitted for 
voting at the meeting is as follows: 
"This committee unanimously as 
present at meeting recommends that 
scholastic eligibility requirement of 
2.00 be abolished for the following 
reasons: 

1. Because the ruling at present 
Is not equally applicable to all acti- 
vities under W. A. A, For instance, 
a person with less than a 2.00 aver- 
age cannot play on a soccer team, 
which requires no extra time out- 
side of classes for freshmen and 
sophomores and only two hours a 
week for Juniors and seniors, but 
such a person can be in Orchesls 
and take part In recitals which re- 
quire many more hours a week prac- 
tice. 

2. Because at midyear basketball 
is seriously affected. One game la 
played before midyear and a team 
Is built up, but after midyear one 
or more persons is lost to that team. 
And when a girl on probation has to 
continue to attend classes, bad feel- 
ing is created. 

3. Because scholastic requirements 
for participation in sports has never 
been shown to have a motivating 
power toward better grades. 

4. Because W A A was created 
to get as many girls as possible 
into sports In order that their 
health and well-being would be op- 
timum.

• '*HITLCR IS THOROUGHLY untvliable," Dr. Charles Clinton 
Swisher, professor emeritus of history, stated in an interview 
shortly after Hitler delivered his message to the Reichstag. 

Dr. Swisher who. in six years more, will become a centenarian, 
is still keeping abreast of the major events of the world. His 
inkblllty to read, which U about 
the onl^ mark of old age In him, 
haa not prevented him from know- 
ing what Is going on In the world? 

Dignified, with a handsome crop of 
white hair and a well-trimmed 
mustache, Dr. Swisher answered 
questions In a steady and soft voice, 
without In the least showing signs 
of fatigue. He was firm In his de- 
nunciation of -HItier. who has as- 
tounded the world during the last 
five years or so. 

"Htfe speech was Just as I thought 
it should be," he continued, "I 
have lived long enough and ou't- 
lived famous kings and presidents, 
bui In my Judgment, Hitler is a 
vary ‘clever adventurer. One ran 
never trust him because he does 
not tell the truth." 

Dr. Swisher who was born in 
Penryiylvante 94 years ago has al- 
ways made history his favorite pur- 
suit In life. He was graduated from 
Yale, finished, his lawlat Columbia, 
studied in dlffe^pent universities In 
l*?urope and was granted honorary 
deifrees qf^ doctor of laws by two 
American universities. He recalled 
with great pride that he established 
the history department of the Uni- 
versity and that for ten years, he 
was the sole teacher In the depart- 
ment. Because of poor eye.sight. he 
was retired from the University in 
1927. 

War May laat 

'The war may last long because 
as I see it. France and England 
are determined not to. give in to 
the unreasonable demands of Hit- 
ler." Dr. Swisher answered our 
quaitlon. "And knowing Russia as 
1 do, she will abide by Germany as 
long as she is interested." 

Speaking of Poland, Dr. Swisher 
ssld that the history of the countty 
is the crime of a century and a 
half. "Because of its rich natural 
resources, and partly due to the 
weakness of its first rulers, It be- 
came the prey of nations so that in 
my life time, I was able to see it 
divided four times -by Prussia. Rus- 
sia. Austria and now. Germany." 

Commenting on Hitler’s proposal 
for a peace parley among the bel- 
ligerent nations, Dr. Swisher smiled 
and said that this proposal, in case 
It is carried out, would never mean 
much. He believes that Hitler 
would present demands to the det- 
riment of other nations! Dr. Swish- 
er pointed out bluntly that Hitler’s 
goal la to (^ontfol as much territory 
aa he can pouibly conquer.

Except for these afternoon drives. 
Dr. Swisher seldom leaves his 
home. He reminisced longingly of 
the days when, as a young man, he 
scaled the heights of Mount Blanc. 
Mount Washington. Mount Rainier 
and many others. His house is full 
of tales of his travels. He crossed 
the Atlantic 26 times; encircled the 
globe 10 times in different periods; 
lives In six continents and penetra- 
ted into the Jungles of Asia, South 
America, Africa and Java. 

Dr. Swisher has a great admira- 
tion for President Roosevelt whom 
he described as an "astute politi- 
cian". And While we were talking 
about President Roosevelt, the ques- 
tion of the repeal of the Arms Em- 
bargo came to our mind. 

Neutrality Wlae 

'The Administration Neutrality 
measure is wise, but we can nqver 
be sure that U la the safest way 
to get out of war. I leave it, how- 
ever, on the members of Congre.sa 
to decide this mater and I am al- 
most positive that the ntajority are 
in favor of the repeal". 

It was at this point that he re- 
called having fled Germany at the 
outbreak of the World War. Im- 
mediately before the World War. 
(he was 68 at the time), he had the 
honor of dlntng with Royalty. He 
made his escape from Germany by 
riding in a boxcar loaded with 
wounded and dead soldiers, and 
then found himself seized by the 
British and charged with espionage, 
his Identity was proven and he was 
released Immediately. 

Althoug Or. Swisher is not a 
Catholic, he has known two Roman 
Catholic pontiffs personally, and has 
been called friend by such eminent 
figures as Tenyson. Carlylse, Dis- 
raeli. C^orge Adams and William 
Howard Taft. He has seen growth 
of dmocracy and the upheavals 
of the American government from 
the administration of President 
Buchanan to that of President 
Roosevelt. 

Since his retirement from the Un- 
iversity In 1927, Dr. Swisher has 
settled down into a quiet life with 
occasional trips to Europe and to 
health resorts In the United States. 
Opce he made arrangements for 
his funeral on a sick bed, but he 
recovered and outlived his doctor. 
i{e finds the greatest pleasure in 
listening to the radio, but he con- 
fessed that he Immediately shuts it 
off when he heart "swing music".
